received in OCX as shorn m. your lists. 

2. A comparison with the yre t ioua s tudy of 23 - JO Moviicsbur 195 s shows 

that: 

a. The volufie of reports processed nearly double : 1 for the 3 day 
period, amounting to *95 as aoapared with 273 . 

b. 92$ of the reports were received by OCX within four days us 
compared with 93$ la Sovomber* 5k$> within four lays compared 
with and 2h$ with in three days Caspar ed with 39%. 

3. The average time lag of same 18 days determined from the ' m;e 
Distributed” and the date received in OCX is about the same before,, 
but within the period an additional day was require! for nearly 

1/3 of the reports for processing In OCR, even though 92$ of all 
the reports were process* ci by DCS in five working days or le ;s. 

4. We have been training several members of our Analysis Branch in the 
dissemination of CXA dsevsents feel that in the future *2 will 
be able to cope with abatrmily high daily receipts by assigning 
additional disseminators to >aov>- varying volumes within a hfc -72 hour 
maximum time limit. 

5 . We would be interested it another spot check within the next three 
month® if you are sgreealle.
